Korea Vet Killed 
In Crash on 
Highway Here 


A 21-year-old Korean war veter- 
an died in Palo Alto hospital early 
Saturday evening from injuries sus- 
tained when a car he had borrowed, 
travelling north on El Camino Real 
at what Menlo Park police described 
as “excessive speed:” 


1. Crashed into the safety island 
in the center of the highway, a short 
distance south ef Ravenswood av- 
enue; 


2. Swerved out of control across 
three heavily travelled lanes of the 
thoroughfare, crashing into and 
shearing off a traffic signal pole at 
the northeast corner of the inter- 
section and 

3. Came to rest after piling into 
an auto parked in a used car lot at 
the intersection and after knocking 
over pari of a sign in front of that 
establishment. 

The dead man was Edward 
Mitchell, Jr., of 201 North Dela- 
ware street, San Mateo. He had 
been stationed at Camp Roberts, 
follcwing a 19-months’ tour of du- 
ty in Korea. He was the father of 
two children: a daughter, 3 and a 
son, 2. 

The car which he was driving 
came to rest about 294 feet from the 
point at which it first hit the traf- 
fic safeiy island. It apparently had 
been travelling at about 60 miles an 
hour, witnesses said. 

HITS ISLAND 

The vehicle apparently struck the 
island twice, traveliing with one or 
more wheels on top of it for more 
than 50 feet before careening across 
the heavily travelled intersection. 

The accident occurred at 6:11 
p. m. 

So great was the impact when 
the car hit the signal light stand- 
ard, that the four-inch iron pipe 
was «heared off ot the base. 

Mitchell was thewn from the 
.wrech age of the car, a convertible 
coupe, which continued to hurtle 
forward into the used car lot. 

Mitchell was alive when taken to 
the hospital, at which he expired 
about en hour after the accident. 

The car he was driving had been 
borrowed from Maurice Nichols of 
San Mateo. 

Mitchell had teen in the army for 
the past four years. He is survived 
by his wife, Rosetta, the daughter, 
Roe Mary. the son, Wayne Edward, 
his stepfather and mother, Mr. and 
Mrs. Dan Stamper, all of San Mateo.

Talk on ‘Conservation,’ Visits to Grocery, 
Tannery, Highlights of Class Works

®yisited the S. H. Frank and Com- 
pany at Redwood City. The purpose 
of the trip was to contrast modern 
methods of preparing hides for lea- 
ther with that which was practiced 
on the sarly ranches of California. 


Our class went on an excursion to 
S. H. Frank and Co.’s tannery at 
Redwood City. When we got there a 
man took us into a big room where 
we saw hides salted down in large 
boxes. Next, we saw the vats where 
they wash the salt off. Then we 
saw where they soak the hides in 
lime to loosen the hair. Next they 
wash off the lime. Then they scrape 
off the hair. Next they scrape off 
the tallow and fat by hand. Then 

* ‘they put it in the tanning solution 
for 45 days. Next they cut the hides 
into three pieces, the back the bel- 
ly, and the shoulder. Then they put 
it in the quiebracho solution. Then 
they put it in between two rollers 
that weigh about 80,000 pounds. Next 
they mix cil and suger with the 
hides. Then they showed us the rest

A 20-foot row will feed you twice 

a week from May until December, 
when the plants go to seed. The

I like pole beans, especially the 
yellow ones, trained up three hea- 
vy grape stakes set up like a tent. 
Set five of these hills four feet 
apart and treat them like toma- 
toes. 

If you can, plant at least four 
rows of corn to assure pollinization. 
Feur 20-foot rows will give you only 
six cr eight meals, but you'll never 
taste anything better. I don’t plant 
beets or carrots because they are 
difficult in adobe and cheap in the 
market. 

As a last warning. be sure you have 
a sunny, hot place for your vege- 


ing dahlia tubers, but one of my 
favorites is the seedling dahlia. It 
grows about 2 feet, is bushy, covered 
with flowers in shades of red and 
orange to white. It is very showey, 
and after blooming the plant can be 
cut to the ground, and next year 


you will have the flowers from the} 


small tubers that have formed dur- 
ing the summer. They are fine cut 
flowers, except that after two days 
in the house they drop a lot of pol- 
len. Snaps, petunias, zinnias and 
marigolds are still my favorites for

Any plants you have in tubs need 
a good feeding, especially citrus. 
And don’t forget to scratch the sur- 
face of the soil.

Pinch out the center growth on 
chrysanthemums and geraniums if 
they are up to 8 inches, and pansies 
if they are up to 4. These plants 
thrive if growth is forced into the 
many laterals.:Cut off the dying 
flowers on ranunculus and you will 
get another bloom. If you have alys- 
sum that flowered early, shear off 
the flowers and it, teo, will bloom 
again.

Spring flowering shrubs should be 
pruned. Cut out the old canes in the 
flowering quince and brooms. Hea- 
ther and dicsma should be shaped 
to size. as flowers come on the new 
growth. Happily, all lilac flowers 
should be cut off before the shrub 
has to exhaust itself making seeds. 
Cut off only enough stem to make 
the flower usable, and cut just above 
a leaf bud.
